iod.

Research Shows Bollworms Have 


Resistance to Most Insecticides 


The b attle between cotton 
farm ers and insects goes on. 
In some eases ii seems that 
no sooner is a good insecticide 
developed 
than 
the 
persis­ 
tant cotton insects develop an 
im m unity to it. 
says Jones 
County Agent, Kirby Clayton. 
And so the fight continues 
the farm er holding th e upper 
hand for a while, then the 
insects. 
From Texas A & M Univer­ 
sity comes the latest report 
on resistance of the bollworm 
and tobacco budw orm to chem ­ 
ical insecticides. I t’s not good. 
Texas A & M researchers, 
P erry Adkinson, professor, and 
S. J. Nemec, Research assis­ 
tant, 
have 
completed 
w ork 
indicating the bollworm have 
developed a temendOUs resis­ 
tance in the list few years to 
the most commonly used in­ 
sect icides. 


They say the main reason 
most growers prevented d a m ­ 
aging loses last y ear with in­ 
secticides was because lite in­ 
sect population was small. The 
A & M researchers say effec­ 
tive control this y ea r will be 
difficult if a full-scale insect 
attac k comes and if growers 
us*' insecticides to which in­ 
sects have become immune. 
In A & M tests to determ ine 
resistance, the bollworm and 
tobacco 
udworm were raised 
on a wheat germ diet at Col­ 
lege 
Station. 
Then, 
various 
insecticides w ere applied 
to 
the insects and the num ber of 
deaths recorded 18 hours 
li­ 
ter treatm en t. 


In 1964 tests, A & M re­ 
searcher'' noted a 90 percent 
kill on bollworms with Toxa- 
phene 
DDT, Strobane 
DDT and endrin. Sevin had a 
93 percent kill in 1964. 
The 
picture 
worsened 
in 
1965. 
In 
these 
tests, Tux «- 
phene 
I >DT and endrin Ii id 
only a 52 percent kill on holt- 
v\. atis 
St robotic 
DDT 
had only 
17 percent kill and 
Sevan showed a 
76 i 'recut 
kill. 


It s the sam e story for bud­ 
worm*. In all cases, the in­ 
sects were m ore resistant to 
the insecticides in 1965 than 
in 1964. 


A rt i (>rt issued by A A- M 
notes the bollworm is 33 thou­ 


sand 
times 
as 
resistant 
to 
DDT now as in 1960. Boll­ 
worms are 13 times as resis­ 
tant to endrin, 20 times as re­ 
sistant to strobane 
DDT, 
ll times as resistant to toxa- 
phcne 
DDT and 4.5 times 
as resistant to Sevin as they 
w ere in 1960. 
W hat does this mean to the 
farm er.’ 
According to Jones 
County Agent, Kirby Clayton. 
it means some of the previous­ 
ly used insect irides wont s do 
the job this y ear if there is 
high insect population. C lay­ 
ton 
said 
it 
means 
farm ers 
should follow Extension rec- 
com m endations on which in­ 
sect irides to use. 


He said the Extension re ­ 
com m endations tins year for 
bollworms and budworm s are : 
S trobane 
DDT 
m ethyl 
parathion or Azodrin. 


At A & M. researchers have 
combined several insecticides 
in an attem p t 
to come up 
w jib a winning combination to 
effectively control the pests, 
In the 1965 tests, results 
indicate 
m ethyl 
parathion 
mixed w ith endrin, Sevin, S tro ­ 
bane 
DDT or toxaphen 
DDT show promise for con­ 
trolling the tw o species. Azo­ 
drin alone w as a potent kill­ 
er of bollworm and tobacco 
budworm larv ae when used in 
suitable dosages. 


This year, no doubt, insects 
may be even more resistant 
cotton growers are going to 
h ive to be w ide-awake to stay 
ahead

Public Safety Director Reports 31 Estimated to Die 


In Traffic Accidents During Fourth of July Holiday 


Austin 
The Director of 
tho 
Texas Department 
of 
i Public’ Safety today reported 
that DPS estimates indicate 
that 31 persons will die in 
(traffic accidents during the 
three-day Fourth of July holi­ 
day . and cited incidents from 
last year’s Independence Day 
holiday as examples of how 
these mishap' might oocur. 
Col. Homer Garrison, Jr.. 
DPS director, said the esti­ 
mate was compiled by the 
DPS Stat ideal Services on t he 
basis of past experience and 
the current trend of traffic 
deaths. Last year, 28 persons 
lost their lives in traffic acci­ 
dents during the holiday per­ 
iod. 
“On the first day of last 
year’s holiday period. “G arri­ 
son said, “a speeding driver 
lost control of his car and 
f Struck a guard rail. His car 
flij ped high into the air and 
landed upside down. A pas­ 
senger was killed. 
“In another iccident, a car 
pulled from a country road 
onto a major highway, direct­ 
ly into tile path of an oncom­ 
ing truck. Th*1 truck skidded 
134 feet but couldn’t stop in 
time. The driver of the car

an accident rests with each 
individual driver. 
“Most drivers are basically 
good drivers", he said. “But 
too often even the best driver 
lets his attention wander. . . 
and lack of attention to ones 
driving can be a fatal fault. . . 
for instance, 
last year one 
man was driving a ear with 
live children as passengers. 
He entered a curve too fast, 
hit his brakes and lost con­ 
trol of his car*. The vehicle 
overturned, killing one of the 
children.” 


To focus attention on the 
added 
dangers 
of 
holiday 
travel and the need for a- 
wareness while driving, the 
DPS will conduct “Operation 
Mot oroide" during the holiday 
period. From 12:01 a rn., S at­ 
urday, July 2, through 11:59 
p. rn., Monday, July 4, traffic 
fatalities will be tabulated by 
the Department and the totals 
will be announced officially 
three times daily as a means 
of keeping safety uppermost 
in the minds of the motoring 
public. 
“ If each driver will assume 
an attitude of watchfulness 


and awareness toward Hie ac­ 
tions of other drivers,” Harri­ 
son said, "the number of ac­ 
cidents can be materially re­ 
duced. paying attention could 
well make the difference of 
a split-second between a near- 
miss and a fatal crash.”

Research Shows Bollworms Have 


Resistance to Most Insecticides 


The battle between cotton 
farmers and insects goes on. 
In some case** it seems that 
no sooner is a good insecticide 
developed 
than 
the 
p e r s i s ­ 
tant cotton insects develop an 
immunity to it. says Jones 
County Agent, Kirby Clayton. 
And so the fight continues 
the farmer holding th e upper 
Ii md for a while, then the 
insects. 
From Texas A & M Univer­ 
sity comes the latest report 
on resistance of the bollworm 
and tobacco budworm to chem­ 
ical insecticides It s not good. 
Texas A & M researchers. 
Perry Adkinson, professor, and 
S. J. Nemec, Research a s s i s ­ 
tant. 
have 
completed 
work 
indicating the bollworm have 
developed a temrndous resis­ 
tance in till' last few years to 
the most commonly used in­ 
sect irides. 


They say the main reason 
most growers prevented dam­ 
aging loses last year with in­ 
secticides was because the in­ 
sect population w as small. The 
A & M researchers say effec­ 
tive control this year will be 
difficult if a full-scale insect 
attack comes and if growers 
use insecticides to which in­ 
sects have become immune. 
In A & M tests to determine 
resistance, the bollworm and 
to b a c c o 
udvvorm were raised 
on a wheat germ diet at Col­ 
lege Station. 
Then, 
various 
insecticides were applied to 
the insects and the number of 
deaths recorded 18 hours af­ 
ter treatment. 
In 1964 tests, A & M re ­ 
searchers noted a 90 percent 
kill on bollworms with Toxa- 
phene 
DDT, Strobane 
DDT and endrin. Scvin had a 
93 percent kill in 1964. 
The 
picture 
worsened 
in 
1965. In 
these 
teds, Toxa- 
pherte 
DDT and endrin had 
only a 52 percent kill on lxill- 
w orms. 
Strobane 
DDT 
had only IT percent kill and 
Scvin showed a 76 percent 
kill. 
It's the same story for bud- 
w orms. In all cases, the in­ 
sects were more resistant to 
the insecticides in 1985 than 
in 1961. 
A re] ort issued by A & M 
ii..li\* ihe hollvv<inn is 53 thou­ 


sand 
times as 
resistant 
to 
DDT now as in I960. Boll­ 
worms are 13 times as resis­ 
tant to endrin, 20 times as re­ 
sistant to strobane 
DDT, 
ll times as resistant to toxa- 
phene 
DDT and 4.5 times 
as resistant to Scvin as they 
were in 1960. 
What docs this mean to the 
farm er’.’ According to Jones 
County Agent, Kir y Clay ton, 
it means some of the previous­ 
ly used insecticides wont’s do 
the job this year if there is 
high insect population. Clay­ 
ton 
said 
it 
means farmers 
should follow Extension rec- 
commendat ions on which in­ 
secticides to use. 
He said the Extension re­ 
commendations 
t h i s year for 
bollworms and budworms are: 
Strobane 
DDT 
methyl 
parathion or Azodrin. 
At A & M, researchers have 
combined several insect irides 
in an attempt to come up 
with a winning combination to 
effectively control the pests. 
In the 1965 tests, results 
indicate 
methyl 
parathion 
mixed with endrin, Sevin, Stro- 
bane 
DDT or toxaphcn 
DDT show promise for con­ 
trolling the two species. A/o- 
drin alone was a potent kill­ 
er of bollworm and tobacco 
budworm larvae when used in 
suitable dosages. 


This year, no doubt, insects 
may he even more resistant 
- 
cotton growers are going to 
have to be w ide-awake to stay 
ahead in the battle.
